We can take some comfort in the forecast 


that this year’s wheat crop u ill lie KHo mil­ 


lion bushels, which is Hi) per cent of last 
year’s and even farther Itelow the average 
for the last decade. 


If our~'con>umption and export sales of 
wheat run to expectations, they wilt take 
care of that amount and perhaps >n million 
bushels more in the next 12 months. 


But the Government still has on hand— 


in storage facilities all over the country and 
even in "mathbuffed” ship*- more than one 
million bushels of surplus wheat from pre­ 
vious years. 


Moreover, the acreage limitation of .V* 


million acre* nos in effect is the absolute 
minimum the law permits. 
We can exi»ect an increasing population 


will consume more wheat each year, even 
though the average person doesn’t eat as 
much bread and cake as he used to. 
And 


we ev en can ho|»e to sel! more w heat abroad, 
although the false alarms in that field in 
the last year suggest we had better not 
hope too much. 


On the other hand, research and skill are 


likely to increase the yield of wheat per 
acre. 
Acreage limitations themselves tend 


to do that, in fact, for the farmer usually 
uses his !>e*t land for his main cash crop. 


So, like the character in Alice in Wonder­ 
land, we may have to keep running in order 
to hold our own— to keep the surplus from 
piling up any higher. 
But in the strange and wonderful field 


of agricultural economic*, perhaps that i? 
an accomplishment.
